No responsibility to show printer's proof is assumed under the above schedule. 


If a proof ¡s desired, advertisement must be submitted substantially in advance. 


Corrections, if any, must be ordered by 4 p m , two working days preceding publica­ 


tion. Any changes from original copy will be charged for on basis of printing work 


involved.

On the last publication day before an election no political advertisement other 


an a simple statement of advocacy will be printed. As example: “ Vote yes on propo­ 


sition three,“ or “ Elect John Jones/' together with facts as to nature and time of election 


and, if desired, candidate's party affiliation or occupational identity. 


N earing a public election, no advertisement introducing a new controversial sub­ 


ject will be accepted to run later than the fourth publication day preceding the election. 


If any new statement or issue should be introduced on the fourth publication day pre­ 


ceding the election, attacking the opposing candidate or issue involved, the newspaper 


may, at its discretion, make allowance under this rule for the opposing side to answer. 


Necessity for the newspaper's disinterested handling of political advertisements is 


raadily apparent. These terms and conditions are adhered to in spirit of fairness to all.

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Freeway Haters Practice 
One Form Of Extremism 


IT 
IS 
FASHIONABLE 
in 
many 
quarters nowadays to berate freeways. 
In some groups in Marin you can 
get yourself socially ostracized by say­ 
ing anything good about a freeway. 
At the time of President Kennedy’s 
assassination we were all made aware 
of the prevalence of hate among us 
and the act of assassination touched 
off many pronouncements about the 
need for eliminating hate. 
But many among us continue to 
hate. We think we hate only evil. But 
hate is an insidious thing. Things we 
don’t like or disagree with we equate 
with evil. We wind up hating them not 
always because they are truly evil, but 
merely because we simply don’t like 
them or disagree with them and think 
evil of them. 
Thus, some people actively hate 
freeways. And their hate extends to 
engineers who design and build them. 
And to people who think freeways are 
all right. 


IF YOU THINK THIS IS 
much ado 
about nothing,” you need only attend 
a controversial freeway hearing before 
the California Highway Commission. 
The room Is emotion-packed. The 
emotion either is caused by or causes 
hate. It winds up a hate-filled room 
and is almost frightening. 


NOW THAT THE Kennedy assassi­ 
nation is nearly a year behind us, we 
do not hear so much about the evils 
of hate and hating. 
Now we hear about extremism. 
It might be humorous if it were not 
so painful to be present in a group 
where a moment after extremism is 
denounced, some such extreme posi­ 
tion as hating freeways is voiced and 
gets a round of approval. 
People are more inconsistent than 
anybody, you might say. 


WHEN IT IS NECESSARY to at­ 
tend a meeting of newspapermen in 
Southern California, and you travel by 
auto, you have a 1,000 miles of free­ 
way driving down and back, during 
which you can reflect on the pros and 
cons of freeways. 
It is hard to find a specific spot be­ 
tween here and there— either in the 
valley on U.S. 99 or along the coast 
on U.S. 101— where natural beauty 
has been desecrated by the coming of 
the freeway. 
On the contrary, a good many road­ 
side shacks have been removed as the 
right-of-way was widened for the free­ 
way. With access closed, the shacks 
do not reappear in many areas so for 
the first time in decades the road again 
crosses 
unmarred 
and 
unobscured 


fields, orchards and pastures. 
In Los Angeles there are areas 
where the coming of the freeway pro­ 
duced a desirable by-product. It clear­ 
ed some slums. It replaced tenement- 
type areas with the rather pleasant 
broad sweeps and curves of the free­ 
way, bordered by a greenbelt of land­ 
scaping. 
The net effect is vast improvement 
in esthetic appearance— not to men­ 
tion the addition of hours to the leis­ 
ure time of commuters, hours saved 
driving to and from work. 
Overall, 
a 
1,000-mile 
round-trip 
drive to Southern California is safer, 
more pleasant and far less tiring, 
thanks to the freeways. 
Why should hate, and bitterness, 
and extremism be directed against 
such improvements? 


IN S O U T H E R N CALIFORNIA, 
Ooldwater

stickers by 50 or 100 to one. 
If 
Ooldwater 
carries 
California 
against Johnston, Ix>s Angeles and 
Orange Counties will make the differ­ 
ence. just as they made the difference 
in the Republican primary contest be­ 
tween Ooldwater and Rockefeller. 


SOME SOUTHERN California news­ 
paper publishers are seriously and 
painfully convinced that the ultra-con­ 
servative right is engaged in an or­ 
ganized nationwide undercover cam­ 
paign to destroy America's free press. 
The conviction is that the far right 
(and the Birch Society hand book tends 
to confirm this) believes that the gen­ 
eral public is NOT capable of thinking 
for itself. They've got to be guided 
along “right ’ lines. 
Since the free press doesn’t guide 
said public along the “right ’ lines, the 
free press must be controlled. 
So goes the reasoning of publishers 
convinced this threat is real and im­ 
mediate. 
After you listen to their accounts of 
threats to life and limb and their re­ 
ports of poison-pen hate letters, it is 
easy to understand how they came to 
their conviction— driven to it by far 
right extremists. 
“ It’s been too long since a California 
editor was shot.’ was the opinion ex­ 
pressed some years ago by Frank ( lar- 
voe, one-time editor of the old San 
Francisco News, lamenting the scar­ 
city of strong editorial opinions. 
Maybe he’ll get his wish one of these 
days, if some editor will oblige with a 
strong enough editorial against ex­ 
tremism and the Birch Society.

Housing For Elders 
Editor. Independent-Journal: 
Mr. 
Cunningham 
of 
your 
staff is a good reporter. 
In 
terms of actual content, his 
Reporter’s Notebook on senior 
citizen 
housing 
(8 26 64) 
is 
competent and reasonably ac- 
curate—except in minor tech­ 
nical matters where even ex­ 
perts get muddled 
Unfortunately, however, the 
entire column is based on a 
single, wholly incorrect prem­ 
ise. . . . 
His premise was that there 
Is conflict between 
housing 
programs proposed on "two 
levels of government.” 
The 
simple fact is that no such 
conflict exists. 
. . . My exclusive concern 
in this m atter is the meeting 
of the urgent need for housing 
of many of this county’s 4.000 
older adult households, whose 
incomes total less than $3.000. 
Because of this concern I am 
an ardent supporter of the .San 
Rafael pilot plan for 10 units. 
I am an ardent supporter of 
HOME’S r e c o m m e n d a t i o n s 
which will (with voter approv­ 
al on Nov. 3) 
immediately 
launch production of up to 200 
units, 50 in San Rafael with 
council approval, or near San 
Rafael in the absence of ap­ 
proval, and 150 to be built as 
needed elsewhere in the coun­ 
ty—but also as close as pos­ 
sible to urban concentrations 
of low income elderly people. 
And finally. I am an ardent 
supporter of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors and each member 


thereon, because seldom in my 
professional experience have I 
worked 
with a 
government 
group so conscious of the needs 
of the older population and so 
willing to do everything pos­ 
sible and necessary. 
I shall simply conclude with 
these points: 
1. For the lowest income el­ 
derly there is today only one 
known process of producing 
the housing needed, and that is 
through the HOME - recom­ 
mended program where rents 
begin at around $35 
2. HOME was NOT created 
by the Board of Supervisors, 
and is wholly independent of 
both 
the 
Board 
and 
the 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee 
which caused it to be created 
but cut all ties with it after 
seeing to it that HOME was 
widely representative of all 
major interests in the coun­ 
ty----- 
3. The San Rafael plan is 
a creative, imaginative, and 
laudable attempt to find new 
ways of meeting housing needs 
on the local level.. . . 
4. There will be yet other 
important 
housing 
program 
proposals in the coming weeks, 
all equally different. 
5. There will be no conflict 
between any of these pro­ 
grams in the sense of the need 
for them or their execution. 


6. I know Mr. Cunningham 
meant in his column to report 
on and not to cause conflict, 
so I do not refer to him when 
1 most sincerely implore all 
concerned who want our older 
people to get the help they 
need to avoid like the plague 
all but honest, open discussion. 
Here is a situation ripe for 
those who could cause con­ 
flict solely for self-seeking rea­ 
sons. This has not yet hap­ 
pened; and I have faith that 
the people of this county are 
too intelligent to let it happen.

WASHINGTON I* - Two 
events over which he has no 
control are piling up on Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson and 
may hurt him in this cam­ 
paign: Negro riots in North­ 
ern cities and the developing 
chaos in South Vietnam. 


AS THE DOCILITY of the 
recent Democratic convention 
demonstrated, Johnson is a 
master arranger who pays fas­ 
tidious attention to details to 
make events turn out as he 
wants. 
But 
the 
racial 
outbreaks 
here and the Buddhist-Catho- 
lic-student riots in South Viet­ 
nam are beyond his reach. He 
can’t turn the water on or off 
in either case. 
Even the reasons for the 
Negro violence and looting in 
several different towns and 
cities in the past few weeks 
are not clear. They burst after 
minor episodes, like an argu­ 
ment over a bottle of whisky. 


THIS HARDLY SEEMED an 
excuse for what followed. 
Perhaps they were truly and 
purely spontaneous reactions 
to the accumulated pressures 
from the frightful living con­ 
ditions of the Negro in some 
sections of American cities. 
Perhaps the reasons, since 
no one yet can claim to know 
the full truth of them, were 
more sinister. There is the pos­ 
sibility the Negro disorders 
were instigated by individuals 
and forces not yet discovered. 
Over the weekend Roy Wil­ 
kins, executive secretary of 
the National Assn. for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People, 
suggested the Negro riots may 
have been planned. He asked 
for a federal investigation. 


IF THEY WERE planned, 
then there will probably be 


more and similar outbreaks 
elsewhere in the North before 
the November election. 
It is not hard to imagine in 
such a case the climax might 
be reached with a riot in the 
capital city of Washington not 
long before Election. Day. 
Johnson’s 
support of this 
year’s Civil Rights Act already 
had alienated segregationists. 
Negro riots may cost him 
more votes among whites who 
are disturbed by the violence 
for wie reason or another. 
In South Vietnam Johnson 
inherited a problem which puz­ 
zled Presidents Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower and John F. Kennedy 
before him: How to establish 
stability in this southeast cor­ 
ner of Asia while working to 
defeat the North Vietnamese 
Communists’ attempt to take 
it over by force. 
After years of effort, bil­ 
lions of dollars in aid, and loss 
of more than 200 American 
lives, the situation there is 
worse right now than it has 
ever been. The country seems 
to be disintegrating. 


IT HAS NOW HAD three 
governments in less than a 
year. 
If South Vietnam falls apart 
much further, Johnson will 
have to decide whether to pull 
American help and forces out; 
put American troops into di­ 
rect action against the Com­ 
munists; or seek some kind of 
negotiated settlement. 
Not one of the three moves 
is likely to help Johnson in the 
election although anyone in his 
place would face the same 
problem.

The younger generation, 
despite 15 years of thought re­ 
form, still retains bourgeois 
ideas. They do not have the 
fierce fervor of true revolu­ 
tionaries. like Mao and Liu, 
who are dandy haters. 


THAT THOUGHT REFORM 
or. as it is sometimes called, 
“brain - washing,” 
had 
not 
given the Party control over 
men’s minds became evident 
to Mao eight years ago after 
he made his famous statement, 
“ Let a hundred flowers blos­ 
som; let a hundred schools of 
thought contend.” Many Chi­ 
nese took this to mean they 
were free to criticize the gov­ 
ernment. It is doubtful that 
Mao anticipated the reaction 
he got. 
In hundreds of letters to the 
editor, on wall newspapers, in 
conversation, people expressed 
a desire for more freedom, 
for less regimentation, and 
less time wasted in indoctri­ 
nation. Things began to get 
out of hand. 
Mao cracked 
down and forced the authors 
of these subversive thoughts 
to recant publicly. But not be­ 
fore the image of a solidly 
Communist China was shat­ 
tered. 
The famine of 1960>61 was a 
Communist famine and doubt­ 
less a great disillusionment to 
the millions of Chinese who 
had 
equated 
hunger 
with 
Nationalist misrule. 
Several 
peasant uprisings had to be 
quelled that winter. 


TODAY, MORE THAN at 
any time since the regime’s 
takeover in 1949, the cleavage 
between the old revolutionary 
generation and the rising new 
generation is evident,

They 
are to share t{ie joys of So­ 
cialist labor, shoveling manure 
and breaking their hacks in 
the fields. Those who yield to 
the pressure and go are ex­ 
tolled They are urged to he 
utterly selfless in a society 
where selfishness in the name 
of family is a traditional vir­ 
tue. “If a man can’t take care 
of his family, what is he good 
for?”

phrase “for the glory of the 
Communist Party and Com­ 
rade Mao.” Mao is like God 
and never makes a mistake. 
“The correct line of Comrade 
Mao” and “As Comrade Mao 
has wisely said . . .“ are in­ 
dispensable tools for writing 
in Peking. And Peking pro­ 
claims

with

the 
fervor and modesty of a hys­ 
terical 
Cassius 
Clay. 
Signs

WASHINGTON — The Ameri- 
an labor movement, this La- 
or Day 1964 weekend, presents 
study in irony. 


Organized labor, it would 
seem, hat never had It *o 
good. By and large, union 
member* enjoy unprecedent­ 
ed prosperity. Job* are in­ 
creasing. wage* are high, and 
prices are holding firm. 


On the political front, the 
inions appear to have impres­ 
sive influence. Labor leaders 
\ave entree to the White House 
ind a more sympathetic ear at 
he National Labor Relations 
Board 
Hubert Humphrey, a 
longtime friend of the unions, 
s on the Democratic national 
ticket. 
Financially, the unions are ro­ 
bust. Reserves in employee pen­ 
sion and welfare funds are 
growing by some 5 billion dol­ 
lars a year, and the unions have 
become important wheelers and 
dealers in the money market. 


Labor’s public image, tarnish­ 
ed by seamy revelations of cor­ 
ruption during the McClellan in­ 
vestigations, has improved con­ 
siderably. A willingness to ex­ 
periment with management in 
new collective bargaining tech­ 
niques and a decline in strikes 
have produced new public re­ 
spect. 


But ill these are surface 
manifestations. Fundamental­ 
ly, the unions are in trouble. 


The over-riding problem is 
this: 
in the face of techno­ 
logical advances and structural 
changes in the work force, the 
unions are struggling furiously 
to maintain their membership. 


The rate of union victories 
in NLRB representation elec­ 
tions 
is 
steadily declining. 
The AFL-CIO has just report­ 
ed that a long-term decrease 
in union membership was fi­ 
nally 
reversed 
during 
the 
first half of the year. Never­ 
theless, a presistentiy declin­ 
ing percentage of the nalion s 
labor force belongs to trade 
unions. The figure is now only 
about one out of four non­ 
farm workers. 


Technological change has had 
its greatest impact in segments 
of the economy where union 
organization has normally been 
strongest. In traditional union 
strongholds such as manufactur­ 
ing, mining and the railroads, 
employment has been shrinking. 


The biggest job expansion has 
been in white-collar and techni­ 
cal employment and in the 
eervict industries. These are 


areas in which the union never 
been able to stir up much en­ 
thusiasm. 


Automation, a problem with 
which 
union* 
cannot 
cope 
through the normal channels 
of collective bargaining, is ag­ 
gravating 
jurisdictional 
dis­ 
putes between rival organiza­ 
tions and is creating unrest in 
individual 
unions 
as 
more 
workers scramble for fewer 
jobs in the heavily organized 
industries. 


In coal mining and in the 
West Coast longshore industry, 
for instance, the unions have 
been forced to adjust to auto­ 
mation by accepting increased 
benefits for members who have 
‘jobs at the expense of those 
who do not. 


Almost a decade after the 
AFL-CIO merger, ideological 
difference* still split the labor 
movement. 
In 
essence, 
the 
clash is between the old-line 
craft philosophy which seeks 
to control jobs through a mon­ 
opoly over the skill (and thus 
keeps outsiders out through a 
closed shop) and the industrial 
unions whose philosophy Is to 
obtain a monopoly of labor by 
getting 
everyone 
Into 
the 
union. 


This difference is reflected in 
the “business’'-oriented unionism 
of the craft unions, as contrasted 
to the bent for social reform 
which preoccupies t h e mass- 
member industrial-type unions. 


The unions are also troubled 
by the growing apathy of the 
rank-and-file to organized la­ 
bor’s social and political ob­ 
jectives. Attendance at union 
meetings is low, participation 
in union activities is not wide­ 
spread, and the loyalty of 
union members to labor lead­ 
ers’ views is uncertain. 


How far - reaching the rank- 
and-file apathy is will become 
evident in the November elec­ 
tions. Labor leaders are fear­ 
fully waiting to see how widely 
union members will stand by 
labor's official declaration 
in 
favor of the Johnson-Humphrey 
ticket. 


Labor's ability to deliver the 
vote will have considerable 
bearing on the unions’ future 
status. A Goldwater victory 
would result in a crackdown 
on union power. A Johnson tri­ 
umph of only narrow propor­ 
tions would give the president 
a chance to shift to the right 
in terms of labor’s economic 
and political Interests.

WASHINGTON UP-Not all of 
America is paved and lined with 
gas stations, and some of it 
never will be. 


Congress has just put 9 1 mil­ 
lion acres of magnificent coun­ 
try into a National Wilderness 
Preservation System, with the 
possibility that it will grow to 
nearly 15 million acres. 
The 
land, to be preserved perpetual­ 
ly in a natural state, is in 14 
states, mostly in the West. 


Like some otner conservation 
legislation of modem times, the 
Wilderness Law came long after 
it was called for by President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
He told 
Congress in 1901: 


“Some of the forest re­ 
serves should afford perpetual 
protection to the native fauna 
and flora, safe havens of ref­ 
uge to our rapidly diminish­ 
ing wild animals . . . and free 
camping grounds for the ever- 
increasing number* of men 
and women who have learned 
to find rest, health and recrea­ 
tion in the splendid forest* 
and flower-clad meadow* of 
our mountains.” 


More than two decades later, 
in 1924. Congress designated the 
nation’s first area of wilderness 
preservation, in the Gila Na­ 
tional Forest of New Mexico. 


Since then, 88 wilderness-type 
areas covering nearly 15 mil­ 
lion acres in 14 states have 
yeen set aside. They are classi­ 
fied as wilderness, wild, primi­ 
tive and canoe areas. 


A move to blanket these 
areas into a single National 
Wilderness Preservation Sys­ 
tem hy act of Congress was 
started 
by 
conservationists 
who feared federal officials 
might be pressured into de­ 
classifying them.

Kennedy Launches Senate Drive 


Robert F. Kennedy launched his campaign for 
election as U. S. Senator from Now York this week. 
Kennedy, who received the nomination earlier 
in the week, resigned his post as U. S. Attorney Gen­ 
eral to devote full time to the battle with incumbent 
Republican Sen. Kenneth B, Keating. 
On the outcome of the election could hinge the 
the political future of the brother of the late 
John F. Kennedy. 
Meanwhile, Sen. B a r r y Goldwater officially 
launched his campaign for the White House with a 
speech at Prescott, Ariz., where he accused President 
Lyndon B. Johnson of using the military draft law for 
social and political “schemes.*’ 
Pledging that he would not he a “wartime 
president,” the Republican nominee said, “Re­ 
publicans will end the draft altogether, and as 
soon as possible. That I promise you.” 
The remarks brought an immediate response 
from the administration where spokesmen noted that 
a study to end the Selective Service System had long 
been underway.

their natural condition.” 


Many protests came from per­ 
sons using the national forests 
for grazing, mineral and petro­ 
leum prospecting, mining and 
lumbering. 


As finally passed, the law 
permits some mining and cer­ 


tain other activities deemed 
compatible with the wilder­ 
ness concept. 
It places f.l 
million acres in the system 
immediately, 
and 
provides 
that all or part of an addi­ 
tional 5.5 million acres pres­ 
ently 
under 
administrative 
designation as primitive areas 
may be added to the system 
by act of Congress.

He wants to teach food selec­ 
tion and proper dress an decor­ 
um to boys and girls. Sullivan 
wants every boy to know some­ 
thing about woodworking and 
mechanical drawing.

“Reading is 
the key to success,” he said. 


He asked for double classroom 
reading time for slow readers. 
Sullivan also wants special in- 
s e r v i c e reading classes f o r 
teachers who’ll teach reading. 


“I also would open the li­ 
braries and science laborator­ 
ies at night, making them 
community study centers,’1 ha 


a d d e d . Non-teacher* would 
supervise, he said. 


“ My objective is to make chil­ 
dren bilingual by the time they 
finish high school.” he explained. 
He recommended starting for­ 
eign language s t u d y in the 
fourth grade instead of the pres­ 
ent sixth year. 


“ I want to make the com­ 
munity and school partners in 
improving public education,” 
he said. 


Sullivan said his proposals are 
in effect in several suburban 
public schools of Midwestern 
Eastern cities. “ To my knowl­ 
edge, nothing like this has been 
tried on the West Coast,” he 
said. 


Action is pending on his pro­ 
posals.

Michael 
Schwemer. was leader of the 
community center where she 
worked. 
Last month, she helped organ­ 
ize one of three funeral m arches 
which converged on the First 
Union Baptist Church of Merid­ 
ian for rites of Meridian resi­ 
dent Jam es Chaney, another of 
the three. 
Negro churches were 
"focal 
points” in all areas of civil 
rights, she reported. They serv­ 
ed the double function of wor­ 
ship and a community center.

What makes that classic auto­ 
mobile all the more rare is 
the body style — an open all- 
weather “tourer** or drophead 
coupe, the early-day version of 
the convertible. 
Only five were manufactured 
by the Carlton Carriage Co. 
for the chassis and New Phan­ 
tom 11 engines produced by 
Rolls-Royce. 


Off* THOSE five, only four are 
now known to be in existence — 
two in this country, one in 
Hawaii and one in India. 
“And when you get right down 
to it, even these four are indi­ 
vidual,'* Davies says, “since the 
car was a custom-made one, 
and no two were turned out 
exactly alike." 
Davies will be showing his 
Rolls to Marlnites and other 
Northern Californians later this 
month when he enters it in the 
Sept. 27 Peacock Gap Concours 
d’Elegance in San Rafael. 


DAVIES TELLS this story 
of how he acquired the Rolls- 
Royce: 
“I had been interested in cars 
for some time. I wanted some- 


thing with some practical trans­ 
portation value, as well as a 
show car — something we could 
drive to Pebble Beach or Tahoe 
if we so desired So many clas­ 
sic cars just don't have this 
practicality. 
"1 didn't want a Stutz or a 
Dusenberg because it is too 
difficult to get replacement 
parts. For a Rolls, it takes time 
and money, but you can even­ 
tually get any part you need 
from England. 


“NOR DID 1 want a vintage 
Ford or something like that. 
I wanted a big car. I looked 
upon it as an investment, for 
a Rolls retains its value, and 
you can always get your money 
back. They are like fine paint­ 
ings in that respect." 
Davies was aware of the 1*34 
Rolls-Royce “tourer” or con­ 
vertible belonging to El wood T. 
Hansen of Hillsborough. 
And 
he saw in it exactly the car he 
desired. But it was not for sale. 
Then, earlier this year, just as 
he and Mrs. Davies were pre­ 
paring to depart on a t r i p 
around the world, he was noti­ 
fied that the 1934 Rolls at 
HHlsborough was now available. 


DAVIES HAD already made 
plans to contact dealers around 
the world during his travels in 
Europe in hopes of locating a 
Rolls convertible. But before de­ 
parting, he obtained an option 
on the Hansen-owned car. The 
Hillsborough savings and loan 


executive was confident that 
Davies would not find another 
Rolls-Royce like the one he was 
offering to sell. 
And he was correct In Manila, 
Singapore, Calcutta, New Delhi, 
Rome, Paris and other stopping 
points, Davies made his queries. 
But available Rolls-Royce auto­ 
mobiles were all sedans or lim­ 
ousines. 
Then Davies reached London, 
and the story was* the same

DAVIES 
THEN 
proceeded 
while in l/>ndon, to look into the 
history of the classic automo- 
bile that he had just acquired 
He contacted Jack Barclay 
Ltd., the original dealer for 
the automobile and showed the 
agent his up-to-date photos of 
the car. The agent, his interest 
aroused, aided Davies in ob­ 
taining photostatic copies of the 
original 
purchase 
order, 
the 
price 
sheet 
and 
other 
old 
papers pertaining to the vehicle. 
The papers listed the first 
owner of the car as an H. L. 
Parker who resided at 73 St. 
James Street, London, back in 
1934. 
Davies looked the name and 
address up in the telephone 
book, but it was no longer listed. 


SINCE THE St James Street 
address was only a few blocks 
from the Davies’ hotel, he then 
walked over to the building He 
found it was a small apartment 
house, and talked to the elevat­ 
or operator. 
Asked if he knew or remem­ 
bered an H L. Parker, the ele­ 
vator man replied with a ques­ 
tion of his own: “Do you mean 
Lord Chief Justice Parker ’'’ 
Next Davies asked if Lord 
Parker had owned a Rolls-Royce 
when he had lived in the apart­ 
ment house some 30 years ear­ 
lier. 
The elevator man remem­ 
bered that he had. and described 
the car in detail. It was Davies’ 
newly-acquired Rolls-Royce. 


LATER 
DAVIES, “ thinking 
Lord Parker might be interest­ 
ed in some current pictures and 
history of his former automo­ 
bile,” called the chief justice’s 
office. 
Lord Parker was in court, and 
Davies left a message for the 
jurist. 
The next day the Davies re­ 
ceived a letter from Lady Park­ 
er, inviting them to her home. 
A previous engagement prevent­ 
ed the Davies from accepting 
that invitation, and instead Lord 
and Lady Parker, chauffeur- 
driven, called at the hotel wliere 
the Davies were staying. The 
two-hour chat followed. 


“WE HAD a very pleasant 
visit with them,” Davies says. 
“He told me he used the car 
from July, 1934, until Septem­ 
ber, 1939. Then, at the outbreak 
of war when petrol became im­ 
possible to obtain, he had it put 
away on jacks in a bam. There 
it remained until V-J Day, Aug­ 
ust, 1945, when he had a man 
from the Rolls-Royce Co. in 
London re-condition the car.” 
The Parkers then kept the au­ 
tomobile a while longer, finally 
selling it to a dealer and then 
losing track of it. 
Lord and Lady Parker re­ 
called that they had paid the 
equivalent of $9,735 for the auto­ 
mobile back in 1934, then drove 
it 25,000 miles from 1934 to 1939, 
and after World War II, sold it 


for just 100 pounds less than 
they paid for it. 
Davies’ description of Great

ness graciously accepted the doll 
for I«ady Sara when she Is old 
enough to play with it . . . Your 
gift Is at Kensington Palace.” 
Of the Rolls-Royce, she wrote : 
“ It was the car we loved so 
much. How we’d love to have it 
back! We think there is nothing 
to touch it for looks, even to­ 
day.” 
While in England, Davies also 
located and talked by telephone 
with the second and final Brit­ 
ish owner of the automobile. 


SINCE DWIKS also has the 
identity of both previous Amer­ 
ican owners prior to the car 
passing into his hands, he has a 
complete history of the vehicle. 
Davies provides these “vital 
statistics” on his prized poses 
sion: 
With a six-cylinder Phantom 
II engine, the car was rated as 
having a 65 miles per hour cruis­ 
ing speed, an 85 miles an hour 
maximum speed. 
The Phantom II engine has 
aluminum 
head 
and 
piston:» 
with a brake horsepower of ap­ 
proximately 150, a four-and-a- 
quarter-inch bore, a five-and-a- 
half-inch stroke. Crankcase is 
aluminum, crankshaft is nickel- 
chrome-steel. 
Curb weight of the Continental 
chassis is approximately 4,000 
pounds. The wheelbase is 144 
inches. Compression ratio is 5.25 
to 1, the rear axle gear ratio 3.4 
to 1. 


GEARBOX with four forward 
speeds and reverse has stock 
ratio of 3.4 to 1. 
The radiator is of stainless 
steel with thermostatically-op­ 
erated shutters. 
The internal e x p a n d i n g 
SERVO brakes operate on four 
wheels, and there is an indepen­ 
dent set of brakes on the rear 
wheels operated by hand lever. 
Fuel tank capacity is 28 gal­ 
lons (Davies says lie gets about 


seven and a half miles to the 
gallon of gasoline.) 


A CENTRALIZED chassis lu 
brication system is operated 
from the driver’s compartment 
by foot lever. Oil is supplied au­ 
tomatically to cylinder walls 
when starting with a cold en­ 
gine or when reduced wear is 
desired. Centrifugally-controlled 
pump 
increases the damper 
loadings with the road speed. A 
self cleaning oil filter of the 
edge type is fitted. Separate 
vacuum pump driver operates 
off the engine for the withdraw­ 
al of fuel from the tank. 
A special carburetor is pro­ 
vided for starting purposes in 
cold weather. 
A riding control lever in the 
driver’s compartment can over­ 
ride the governor. 


LEATHER upholstery, origin­ 
ally gray, is now black. 
The electrical system is 12- 
volt throughout. 
And the steering wheel, natur­ 
ally, is on the right. 
The manufacturer billed its 
product as being “essentially a 
car for the enthusiastic owner- 
driver who requires a high- 
powered fast car of sporting ap­ 
pearance.” 


SINCE acquiring the car, Da­ 
vies has shown it twice. He took 
third in the Western Regional 
Meet of the Rolls-Royce Owners 
Club Inc. among 50 entries, and 
also won a prize in the Palo 
Alto Town and Country Village 
Show. 
Shown by the previous owner, 
the car had won a first at Menlo 
Park Lions Show and the San 
Mateo County Fair Coneours, a 
second ir the Hillsborough Con- 
cours, a third at Pebble Beach’s 
concours and a special prize in 
a 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner- 
sponsored competition, all in 
1961. 
Then in 1962 a third prize at 
Hillsborough and an “outstand­ 


ing trophy” at San Mateo Sport 
Car and Rod Show were added. 


DAVIES SAYS nis car stands 
a better chance in compel it ions 
open to all makes of automobiles 
than 
in shows restricted to 
Rolls-Royces. 
This, he adds, is because the 
Rolls-Royce only events empha­ 
size the exactness of restoration, 
while the more general concours 
are more inclined to stress gen­ 
eral appearance. 
As an example of the handicap 
he faces in Rolls-Royce shows. 
Davies points out that the “mod 
era weave” rug now carpeting 
his car costs him points. He in­ 
tends to obtain a 1934 rug. 
In the same category is the 
chrome on the spokes of the 
wheels. 


“ BUT THERE, prizes «ire sec­ 
ondary to the beauty of the 
car,” he says. And the chrome 
will remain. He may, however, 
get disc wheels that will fit over 
the wire wheels. 
Certain additions that have 
been made to the instrument 
panel also offend the fussier 
judges 
at 
the 
Rolls-Royce 
events. 
But 
in 
the 
more 
general 
shows, such as the big Peacock 
Gap concours Sept. 27, Davies is 
confident his Rolls will continue 
to hold its own with all comers. 
“As far as I am concerned, 
there isn't a more beautiful 
car,” he says. Certainly it is an 


attention-catcher, either at the 
shows or traveling the roads 
and highways. 


THE DAVIES have a two-car 
garage at their home on the Bel­ 
vedere Lagoon. Inside It rest 
Mrs. Davies’ automobile and the 
Rolls-Royce. Davies’ own "regu­ 
lar transportation” automobile 
is left outside. 
And the garage has been re­ 
furbished in a manner befitting 
its status as shelter for a classic 
automobile. 
While the Rolls-Royce convert­ 
ible has become Davies’ overrid­ 
ing hobby, he has other interests 
including 
his 
sailboat. 
Son 
James, now attending Cal Poly, 
b an expert sailor. Another son, 
Robert Jr., is employed by a 
San Francisco «advertising firm. 
Along with membership in the 
Rolls-Royce Owners Club Inc., 
the Davies also belong to the 
San Francisco Yacht Club. 


BUT WITH the acquisition of 
tlie automobile, Davies admits, 
he is devoting less and less time 
to boating. 
“1 just can’t seem to resist 
puttering a r o u n d with the 
thing,” he says. “ Anytime I’m 
at home, you’re likely to find me 
cut in the garage.” 
For Davies, even a sailboat 
skimming the lagocn can’t com­ 
pare in beauty to his rare and 
classic car being propelled along 
a road by its powerful, mechani- 
ically-perfect motor.

Pioneer Saw Its Potential 
As Retreat From The City 


try and return rich men within 
a few months. 
Sam Taylor’s friends had to 
go off without him, though, be­ 
cause he had nothing in his 
pockets but lint 
and that would 
not finance a search for gold. 


IT IS AT this crucial point in 
the Taylor saga that the pass­ 
ing years have blurred the front- 
tier between fact and fiction. 
One story has it that he found 
a hogshead of eggs floating in 
the bay, and, with his rem ain­ 
ing few dollars, bought a small 
stock of bacon. With the hogs­ 
head used as a counter, this 
yam continues. Sam Taylor was 
now a restaurateur 
With the profits from this en­ 
terprise, this story has it, Tay­ 
lor secured the paraphernalia 
needed to mine gold and went 
off in search of a fortune. He 
fell a bit short of that goal, but 
he was $5,500 richer when he 
returned to San 
Francisco in 
1853. 


HE IN VESTED in a lumber

Creek, as it came to be called, 
produced m o s t l y newsprint 
from rags and scrap paper gath­ 
ered by Chinese from the dumps 
and streets of San Francisco. 
Later, Taylor introduced 
a 
new item, the paper bag. and 
then "fine papers." 
The State of California bought 
ballot paper from his mill, and 
the increased volume of busi 
ness necessitated the construc­ 
tion of a larger, steam-powered 
m ill in 1864 It had three stories 
and a basement and cost Taylor 
the handsome sum of $165,000. 


TAYLOR'S family grew as fast 
as his mills. He had seven sons 
and one daughter. After he died 
In 1166 at the age of 59, his sons 
continued to run the business 
wM*i the financial panic of 1693 
Fire destroyed the abandoned 
m ill in 1915, but Taylor had long 
since assured that its colorful 
story and his own would not 
dim, but grow even brighter, in 
the ensuing years.

Del Mar School is its design 
for ‘round the clock use as a 
community center as well as 
complete education plant. 
Actually, the first six class­ 
rooms were built on the site 
In 1961. They were used up 
until last year as a neighbor­ 
hood school for grades one 
through four. 


DISTRICT trustees had plan­ 
ned, from the outset, to build an 
bitermediate school on the pro­ 
perty. but lacked both money 
and state authorization for thé 
needed additional classrooms. 
Funds and eligibility became 
available when a boom in new 
housing construction promised 
a sharp increase in district en 
roll ment, and after voters ap­ 
proved a new bond issue and 
acceptance of a state loan in 
January of 1963 
In its new form, Del Mar of­ 
fers 24 classrooms, consisting 
of 14 regular classrooms phis 
special facilities for science, art, 
music, 
homemaking. 
typing, 
foreign 
languages, shop and 
physical education. 


FOCAL POINT of the plant 
is the

well- 
stocked library. 
Teachers hope to make the 
library the most important room

THE UNUSUAL h e x a g o n 
multi-purpose

Foreign Correspondent Colony 
Of Vienna Stars In New Novel 


By DON KEOWN 


A certain c a ndi da te for the 
best-seller lists, and more de­ 
serving than most accorded that 
status, is John Gunther's big 
novel. The I>ost City ” 
The author of the famed “ In­ 
side” series of non-fiction books 
has put his keen knowledge of 
world a ffairs and of c entral 
European c ult ure to work in 
writing this many-faceted story 
of the Vienna of the 1930s 
His narration revolves around 
the foreign correspondent colony 
assigned to the Austrian capital 
at the time of a bitter struggle 
for control of the future of that 
faction ridden country. 
Gunther has a tendency to 
make his story a bit more "in" 
than would be best-suited to a 
general readi ng audience The 
values and interests of the for­ 
eign correspondents are not so 
a p pa re nt or understandable to 
the non professional as he seem­ 
ingly thinks they are. Nor is the 
full significance of some of the 
political and economical devel­ 
opments of that time and place 
so well remembered and appre­ 
ciated in this new day and age. 
Such difficulties disappear grad­ 
ually as the r e a d e r pursues 
and absorbs the basic Gunther 
premises But an earlier, clearer 
indoctrination would bring the 
reader a quicker, more gripping 
involvement in the events upon 
which the author has based 
his novel. 
Gunther, however, has many 
good things going for him in 
this book. One is his wonderful 
ability to transmit geography, 
culture and atmosphere as dem­ 
onstrated in his “ Inside” books 
and repeated here. 
And he displays a less ex­ 
pected skill in characterisation. 
The book has a huge cast of 
characters. Yet even tlie periph­ 
eral p a rt i ci pan ts emerge as 
c le arcut individuals, fullblown, 
complex and detailed. 
The fitting of the characters 
and their fictional activities 
within the framework of world 
history is still another impres­ 
sive accomplishment. 
Central figure in the book is 
Mason Jarrett, c orrespondent 
for a Chicago newspaper. Dedi­ 
cated n e wpa p erma n J a r r e t t 
watches the events which are to 
culminate in the Nazi take-over 
of Austria, and as he does so, 
develops ideals and a maturity 
of unde rsta ndi ng of himself, 
other people and history. Jarrett 
holds center stage. But there are 
many others who play key roles 
in that segment of Vienna life 
that was composed of “out­ 
siders,” yet dearly loved the old 
city, and which closely observed 
and deeply felt the loss of a city, 
albeit temporarily, to the forces 
of evil and madness. 


ALONG WITH the new wave 
of Negro writers has come a 
smaller group of white authors 
who write about Negroes. 
Ralph G. Martin is one such. 
He has followed his earlier non­ 
fiction books with a first novel. 
“Skin Deep,” that deals with 
four Negro expatriates in Paris 
— a jazz musician, a writer, an 
artist and a psychiatrist. 
The book is brief to begin with, 
and this limited content Martin 
has divided into four parts—one 
for each of his principal sub­ 
jects. His output thus emerges 
more as a collection of four

character studies than as a co­ 
hesive novel. 
We would not presume to 
assess the genuineness that Mar­ 
tin has achieved in his presen­ 
tation of the attitudes and the 
tensions of the Negro artist and 
professional man We can only 
say that to this one reader, these 
characteristics and the opinions 
seemed tortured and exagger- 
ated. They were interesting, but 
not completely convincing. And 
what the jacket states is Mar­ 
tin’s central theme — that these 
men cannot escape the conflict 
and the obligations of their herit­ 
age — really comes out clearly 
in but one or perhaps two of the 
four stories. 


FRED J. COOK, an investi­ 
gative reporter whose books and 
hardhitting articles in The Na­ 
tion magazine have won him a 
considerable reputation, is the 
author of “ Barry Goidwater: 
Extremist of the Right.” to be 
published this month by Grove 
Press.

Mrs. Brown shows how to 
devastate and dazzle a man 
during a lunch date — be it 
shrimp cocktails for two or a 
brown paperbag lunch. 
The witty little office manual 
also notes that the better the 
job you have and the better you 
perform your work, the better 
the men you get to fraternize 
with.

the Royal Navy’s Submarine 
E-lt through the Dardanelles 
and into the Sea of Marmara — 
the inland sea controlled by 
Turks who were fighting on the 
Kaiser’s side. 
Five British and French sub­ 
marines had dared the gauntlet 
of Turkish and German mines, 
shore guns, searchlights and 
nets in the treacherous Helles­ 
pont. 
Four submarines were 
lost; only E 14 made it before 
the little war vessel commanded 
by Lt. Cmdr. Martin Naismith 
was to prove itself and its men 
Without a gun. ami with so 
few torpedoes that they devised 
a way to retrieve them if they 
missed target, Naismith’s crew 
did a job that Winston Churchill 
calk'd the most wonderful in 
British naval history.

A Room 
For The 
Family 


Tops on the list of wanted 
features in a home owned by 
young families is the family 
room. 
But to be good, the f a m i l y 
room must offer space designed 
to serve many purposes and to 
permit lightning quick changes 
in function and character. 
II must be able to work as an 
informal dining area. It must 
be a playroom, a home office, 
hobby center, party room. TV 
den. and sometimes even laun­ 
dry. all rolled Into one. 
To work as a playroom, for 
example, the family room re­ 
quires on-the-spot toy and game 
storage. A generous double-door 
closet shelved top to bottom an­ 
swers the need. Here youngsters 
can stow everything from Bar­ 
bie dolls to the Old Maid deck, 
and 
keep them 
in 
relatively 
neat order. 
Best yet, playtime litter can 
be cleaned up in a whisk when 
storage is so close at hand. 


WORKING AS a home office, 
the room requires a desk, which 
can be built into one comer, 
perhaps under a window. Plen­ 
ty of drawer space is needed, 
including one file drawer, plus 
an adequately long ami deep 
writing top. for the desk will 
also double beautifully as a buf­ 
fet counter for informal enter­ 
taining. 
It’s also possible, and in many 
cases supremely practical, to 
design the desk to work as a 
sewing 
table, 
with 
machine 
head that drops below the writ­ 
ing counter or one that slides 
into a side cabinet when not in 
use. 
Bookshelves In the office cor­ 
ner are another must for refer­ 


ence works such as cookbooks 
and dictionaries as well as for 
leisure reading and the chil­ 
dren’s library. 
Modem 
hard­ 
ware makes it easy to h a n g 
shelves on the wall and to spate 
them imaginatively. 


AS A DINING area, the fam­ 
ily room demands china cup­ 
boards as well as drawers for 
flatware and table mats.

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A Backwoods Beauty 


The lush green of ferns gives 
a picture of refinement and deli­ 
cacy, yet for all this, they have 
an air of the ruggedness of 
granite-lined stream s and the 
backwoods beauty of a shaded 
glen. 
Nurserymen suggest that you 
grow them in your garden and 
enjoy something of this feeling. 


FERNS ARE as beautiful in 
the garden as they are in na­ 
ture’s wild. They fit formal or 
informal settings and are per­ 
fectly 
at 
home 
with 
other 
plants. 
Meet their relatively simple 
cultural requirements, and they 
will thrive in your garden for 
years to come 
The Califom a Assn. of Nurs­ 
erymen recommends that ferns 
be featured in shady places 
where they can hold their own 
with azaleas, camellias, fuch­ 
sias 
and 
other 
shade-loving 
beauties. They are also strik­ 
ing when planted beside a gar­ 
den pool or in a rock garden 
. . . provided it is not part of 
a sun-baked hillside And even 
then, you can get away with 
giving ferns a fair amount of 
sun. 


IF YOU GIVE ferns the same 
water care that you g.ve a/.a- 


(jardehihy 
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leas, you can hardly go wrong 
. . . no m atter where you are. 
This holds true for soil, ton. 
An acid soil is necessary and 
care should be taken to insure 
it. Use plenty of peat moss and 
leaf mold at planting time, mix­ 
ing it thoroughly with the soil 
in your garden. 
If you would feature ferns in 
containers, use a mix contain­ 
ing one third peat moss, one 
third leaf mold and one third 
garden loam. 


THERE ARE many ferns to 
be found in nurseries. 
They 
range from such delicate little 
pot plants as the Maidenhair 
Kern to the towering height of 
an Australian Tree Fern. They 
are for garden, greenhouse or 
sun 
room, 
for 
featuring 
by 
themselves or with other plants 
in the foundation or border. 
Some of the most commonly 
seen ferns are mentioned below 


The l.ady Fern is a good one 
for the Marin gardener to start 
with since it is 
among the 
easiest to grow and one of the 
showiest to be found. Its broad, 
lace-like fronds are nearly four 
feet high on mature plants, pro­ 
viding a fine background for 
azaleas, Japanese Iris or daph­ 
ne 
They form an interesting 
pattern when grown against a 
fence, also. 


TIIE TREE FERNS are favor­ 
ites with gardeners and justifi­ 
ably so . . . few plants have 
such graceful habits. True show- 
offs. these giant ferns are best 
used as single specimens in the 
entrance garden, or in a large 
tub on the terrace. 
Among the popular varieties, 
Australian Tree Fern is the 
largest. Mature plants of this 
species are to be found 14 to 15 
feet high. 
The New Zealand 
Tree Fern is perhaps the best 
of the group for tub-planting. 
There are several Asparagus 
ferns which the gardener would 
do well to inquire about at his 
nursery. One of the most popu­ 
lar is the Hanging Asparagus 
Fern that tumbles down in a 
fine mass of delicate foliage. 


THESE ARE NOT true ferns, 
but who’s to argue. 


Indoorsmen will want to try 
Maidenhair Fern, Birds Nest 
Fern and Holly Fern, the last 
a glossy little number that goes 
perfectly with interior decor. 
Maidenhair Fern scarcely 
needs description since it is a 
standard item in corsages. The 


Birds Nest Fern is a graceful, 
stiff-stemmed little fern with 
wavy margins on its broad 
bladed fronds The Holly Fern 
is an oddity among ferns, glossy 
of leaf and spiny enough in 
looks to remind on.* of holly 
itself.

The Night-Scented Jasmine ~ 
not a jasmine ¿it all but like 
one in its scent is an example 
of a shrub which can be plant­ 
ed for perfume alone. At night, 
especially on 
warm 
summer 


nights, they are intensely frag­ 
rant and will fill the garden 
with an enjoyable aroma. 


1» L A N T IN moderation, as 
from an upwind corner of the 
garden, and it can make the 
summer night complete. 
One shrub to plant for both 
bloom and perfume is the gar­ 
denia. It excells in both. 
Once largely grown in South­ 
ern California, gardenias are 
now standard fare throughout 
much of the state and are at 
home in Marin. 
In the garden border or in a 
sunroom pot, they are both fun 
to grow and a joy to sniff when 
picked for corsages or for dish

arrangements. Three or f o u r 
blooms in a shallow bowl will 
fill the house with their scent. 
When grown in a patio area, 
they 
make 
outdoor 
living 
a 
downright pleasure. 


TWO GARDENIA forms are 
usually g r o w n 
in California 
— the Mystery Gardenia, which 
has the larger blooms, and the 
Veitchi Gardenia, which covers 
itself with smaller but none­ 
theless fragrant white flowers. 
Other varieties are found in 
your nursery, but these two 
predominate. 
One of the favorites in gar­ 
den scents is the honeysuckle. 
Hall’s Japanese Honeysuckle, 
especially, is a familiar friend 
from the past, and it still pro­ 
duces a greater abundance of 
bloom and scent than oth<*r 
members of the family. You 
can let it ramble over a fence 
or up a trellis. Left to sprawl, 
it makes a fine ground cover. 
If given support with a few 
wires, it will bulk up to bar­ 
rier or hedge. 


PRUNE IT in winter, when 
the leaves drop. This* makes it 
conform to your wishes and 
also keeps it young and vigor­ 
ous. 
There isn’t room to mention 


all possibilities for fragrance 
in the garden. You would have 
to include many cut flowers, 
such as stock, and bulbs, such 
as freesia 
Trees, especially of the citrus 
family, and perennials, like bor­ 
der pinks or fragrant violets, 
should also be included in the 
list. 
There is plenty of perfume to 
be found at your nursery when 
you start to keep a “ sharp 
nose out for it 


Landscaping 
With Trees 


Warm September days point 
up the value of shade trees in 
the garden. 
Not many years ago research 
on the subject revealed that the 
combination of a shade tree 
above and moist turf below re­ 
duced the air temperature in 
between, as much as 20 degrees 
on a really warm day. 
Further 
research 
involving 
shade trees casting a shadow 
on the sunny side of a home sub­ 
stantially reduced the air tem ­ 
perature in the area protected 
by the shadow. 


A CHECKLIST FOR 
CAlfrtCHFRS OF MARIN 


Here is the Marin gardener’s 
checklist for the coming week: 
¿^Plant shade trees now. The 
late summer sun should let 
you know where you need 
them 
Specimen trees are 
available in containers at 
your nursery. You can see 
what they look like in full- 
leaf now. 
I^Thin rank growth on grapes 
to admit light to the center 
of the vine. 
jXStart planting stocks, snap­ 
dragons and other winter- 
blooming bedding plants. 


I^Plant citrus, avocado, and all 
evergreen fruits now while 
the weather is warm. All 
these are available in con­ 
tainers, ready for planting. 
j^Many Indica azaleas are get­ 
ting set for a fall bloom. Be 
sure to water them frequent­ 
ly and feed them this month 
with an acid fertilizer rec­ 
ommended by your nursery­ 
man. 
^C am ellias, like fuchsias, en­ 
joy overhead watering, and 
the spray helps to keep bugs 
washed from the foliage.

"letters From Vietnam," a 
one-hour special about the U, S. 
commitment in Vietnam as seen 
through the actual experiences 
of a young American helicopter 
pilot there, will be presented 
by ABC TV Thursday at 9 30 
P rn on KGOTV. 


The program is the first m a 
series of specials called "The 
Daring American " The second 
will be "Mission to Malaya.” a 
film about two U 
S. Peace 
Corps nurses who serve in a 
primitive land. 
To make "Letters From Viet 
nam," ABC News sent three 
members of its Drew Associates 
unit to live for a month with 
members of the* world's first 
armed 
helicopter 
squadron, 
sharing the risks with them on 
50 combat missions on 20 dif­ 
ferent days. 


NOTHING 
WAS 
staged 
or 
scripted. 
Producer Gregory Shuker and 
photographers Abbot Mills and 
Dan Drasin turned lielicopters 
into flying cameras in order to 
g*\e viewers real participation 
in battle. 
A camera mounted on the 
landing gear of a combat ‘cop­ 
ter let* viewers see the action 
as the crew does, a special cam­ 
era inside the cabin records, 
with sound, the face of the pilot 
under stress and at his "mo­ 
ment of truth.” These scenes 
are supplemented by «shots from 
a camera held by a member of 
the ABC team m the rear of 
the cabin. 
On some missions, cameras 
were mounted on the landing 
gear of three of the participat­ 
ing aircraft. 


“HE WERE quite aware when 
we went out there." said Shu 
ker. "that the military is only 
one side of the war. We believe 
that even more now. But we 
saw that the real importance of 
this new counter-insurgent, anti- 
guerrilla war was to buy time 
for the political and social pro­ 
grams going on 
To let that 
government have I lie time for 
its work — without harrassment 
—is vital. 
"This is what our advisers 
are doing. I think they are sue 
feeding.” 
U Gary Ramage. an articu­ 
late, good-looking Californian, 
was chosen as the man whose 
story is told. It is his "letters” 
— tape 
recordings 
he 
sends 
liome to his wife—that provide 
the basis for narration and are 
the "Letters” in the title. 


WMEN FILMING first start­ 
ed on "Letters From Vietnam" 
this spring, Ramage, 25, was a 
second lieutenant who was new 
enough to combat helicopters to 
be flying with an instructor- 
pilot. But be developed quickly. 
Soon Ramage was flying with­ 
out an instructor, received a 
promotion, risked his Hfe to 
save the life of a roommate and 
came close to being shot down. 
"Letters 
F r o m 
Vietnam” 
presents an Intimate portrait, 
too, of the most frequently 
wounded American 
in South 
Vietnam — Maj. Patrick Dele- 
van, commander of the armed 
helicopter company of which 
Lieutenant Ramage is a mem­ 
ber. 
Major Deiavan, 35, has been 
wounded five times b> Vietnam. 
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
